MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  BIRRING  DMCEMB-EH  31st.  1953. 


To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  th e Rural  Pis trict  Council 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1953» 


The  general  health  of  tho  population  remained  satisfactory  through 
the  year  in  spite  of  an  epidemic  of  measles  and  small  outbreaks  of 
poliomyelitis  which  fortunately  claimed  few  victims,  none  of  whom  suffered 
any  serious  complications.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  investigations 
of  the  known  cases  brought  to  light  further  cases  who  h..d  not  boon  felt  to 
bo  sufficiently  ill  to  require  the  advice  of  their  own  doctor.  It  is 
probably  through  the  agency  of  these  mild  cases  that  tho  disease  is  spread 
and  it  is  of  groat  importance  that  a wide  search  round  each  caso  should  bo  mad 


I have  drawn  attention  in  tho  report  to  the  work  done  by  tho  Home  Help 
Service  in  helping  tho  aged  and  infirm.  Reports  from  all  over  the  county  have 
spoken  of  the  problems  of  old  age  and  tho  necessity  of  avoiding  tho  putting 
of  old  people  in  Institutions  . It  was  for  this  end  that  tho  Geriatric 
Hospital...  Unit  tat  Barncooso  was  brought  into  being,  whore  old  people,  suffering 
from  semi -starvation  and  malnutrition  as  they  so  often  do  in  addition  to 
everyday  illnesses,  can  bo  brought  back  to  a normal  condition  of  hoalth  and 
returned  to  their  homo  life.  Most  of  those  oldor  people  . definitely  require 
domestic  help  of  many  kinds,  and  these  tho  Homo  Hole, Service  can  supply.  I 
have  said  in  the  Report  how  a Health  Visitors'  Survey  brought  to  my  notice 
66  old  people  who  needed  care  and  attention,  and  of  whom  11  wore  not  rocoiving 
it  from  rolativos  or  friends.  It  is  in  such  cases  that  additional  help  is 
required  and  this  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  Y]  now  cases  of  old  agG  and 
infirmity  wore  helped  in  1953  against  6 in  1952. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  tho  demand  for  this  service  will  increase  and  this 
will  bo  difficult  to  satisfy  in  a scattered  rural  area  whore  travelling  telcos 
so  much  time.  For  this  reason  it  is  ‘important  that  enough  old  peoples'  flats 
and  bungalows  aro  built  in  each  new  housing  site,  for  then  help  can  be 
supplied  without  difficulty. 

The  most  cheerful  feature  of  tho  year  was  tho  great  progress  made  with 
the  provision  of  water  supplies,  when  all  the  schemes  now  afoot  have  boon 
completed  the  situation  in  this  respect  will  compare  favourably  with  any 
rural  district  in  tho  county.

Comment 


The  Registrar  General  estimates  that  there  has  been  a further  slight  fall  of 
10  in  the  population  of  the  district  since  1952,  but  to  this  must  be  added  an 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  4,  which  means  that  there  has  been  an  actual 
movement  of  population  out  of  the  district  of  84.  The  trend  shown  in  the  past 
year  is  therefore  continued. 


The  Birth  Rate 


'There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in  the  district  from  286  last 
year  to  3^9 > with  a corresponding  increase  in  the  birth  rate  from  13*68  per  1,000 
population  to  14.48  This  rate  is  still  below  the  National  Average  but  not  so  far 
below  as  last  year.  The  figures  over  the  past  five  years,  however,  have 
fluctuated  so  much  that  1 do  not  think  any  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  this. 

Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Seven  babies  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  4 weeks;  of  those  four  were 
premature,  two  died  from  injury  to  the  brain  received  at  birth  and  one  from  a 
serious  congenital  disease. 

This  shows  the  strong  connection  between  prematurity  at  birth  and  survival. 

In  fact  there  were;  25  prematurely  born  babies  in  Kerrior  District  which  gives 
the  rate  of  80*9  premature  burths  per  1,000  live  births. 

Of  284  full  time  babies,  three  died  giving  a death  rate  of  3.3m  live  births 
while  4 deaths  of  premature  babies  gives  a death  rate  of  l6.0  per  1,000  premature 
births.  There  is  therefore  in  prematurely  born  children  a 2o  times  less  chance 
of  survival  to  four  weeks.  After  this  age  there  does  not  seen  to  bo  any  difference 
between  the  chances  of  premature  and  full  time  babies.

Infant  Mortality 


There  is  a striking  improvement  in  this  figure  in  1953*  1952  I hacl 
to  report  the  deaths  of  4 young  children  from  broncho -pneumonic.;  this  year 
there  was  only  1. 

Death  e.nd  Dea.th  Hates 


There  was  a further  considereable  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  recorded 
during  the  year,  from  261  in  1952  to  235  this  year,  with  a corresponding 
fall  in  the  death  rate  from  10. 7 to  9*6  per  1,000  population.  This  is  well 
below  the  National  Average  of  11.4  per  1,000  population  but  in  this  connection 
it  must  be  remembered  that  a certain  proportion  of  the  older  people  of  the 
district  die  either  in  Mencago  House  or  Barncoose  Hospital.  Neither  of  these 
two  hospitals  are  in  the  district  md  these  deaths  are  not  at  present  included 
in  our  figures.  Next  year  this  will  be  altered  and  a truer  picture  will  be 
available. 

The  District  continues  to  havo  a low  death  rate  from  respiratory  disease 
(O.69  por  1,000  population)  which  figure  represents  a total  of  15  deaths  from 
pneumonia,  influenza  and  bronchitis  which  is  the  same  as  was  found  last  year, 
lly  remarks  above,  however,  hold  good  here  also,  and  there  may  bo  a substantial 
alteration  in  this  figure  next  year.

General  Provision  of  Health  S or  vices 


Thoro  arc  no  hospitals  in  Kerricr  itself,  and  treatment  is  obtained  at 
Redruth  Minors'  and  General  Hospital,  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro, 
Falmouth,  Penzance,  or  Helston  Cottage  Hospital,  depending  on  which  is  most 
suitable  to  the  patient. 

Tuberculosis  in-patient  treatment  is  available  at  Tohidy  Hospital, 
Camborne,  and  out-pa tiont  treatment  at  Penzance,  Falmouth  and  Camborne  Chest 
Clinics.  Geriatric  treatment  is  carried  out  at  Barn coo so  Hospital,  Redruth, 
which  has  annexes  at  lion  cage  House,  Helston  and  Budoclc  House,  Falmouth. 

The  Public  Laboratory  is  at  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro. 

This  diversity  of  institutions  somewhat  complicates  follow-up  by  Health 
Visitors  particularly  in  regard  to  Tuberculosis  Contact  Tracing,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  simplify  arrangements  in  the  near  future. 

Midwifery,  Nursing  & Health  Visiting  Services 

Thirteen  District  Nurse/Mi  dwife/llealth  Visitors  are  responsible  for  the 
care  of  the  people  in  the  district  in  their  own  homes.  They  operate  as

The  increasing  proportion  of  older  people  in  the  population  is  making 
increased  demands  not  only  on  Doctors,  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses, 
but  also  on  the  whole  Social  Welfare  Organisations  such  as  the  National 
Assistance  Board,  the  Geriatric  Hospital  Units  and  the  Hone  Help  Service.

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Care  of  Aged  (continued) 


During  1953  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  made  reports  on  66  old 
people  who  for  one  reason  or  another  had  cone  to  their  notice,  and  of  these 
66  no  loss  than  11  were  felt  to  be  in  need  of  care  not  available  from  the 
neighbours  or  Nurses:  that  is  hospitalization  for  rehabilitation,  or  the 
permanent  services  of  Hone  Helps  to  enable  then  to  live  successfully  at 
hone.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  getting  a Kale  Hone  Help  in  the  Combo mo- 
Redruth  Area,  which  also  supplies  Hone  Helps  to  the  Western  part  of  Korricr, 
and  he  has  been  invaluable  in  doing  really  heavy  work  in  cleaning  out  and 
sotting  up  hones  which  have  not  had  a substantial  amount  of  house-work  done 
in  them  for  possibly  as  long  as  10  years. 

As  may  be  imagined  this  is  neither  an  easy  nor  a pleasant  task  and  we 
are  fortunate  in  the  man  we  have  found  to  do  this  work. 

In  most  cases,  once  the  really  hard  work  has  been  done,  it  is  possible 
for  the  household  to  continue  with  the  services  of  an  ordinary  part-time 
helper  but  occasionally  full-time  help  is  required  where  tho  ol  ’ people  are 
quite  incapable  of  helping  them  solves.  I am  sure  that  this  is  more 
satisfactory  than  an  institutional  life  for  older  people,  but  obviously  it 
requires  a considerable  amount  of  time  and  money  spent  by  tho  Homo  Help 
Service.  I forsee  the  cost  of  this  service  will  rise  considerably  in  future 
and  no  doubt  voices  will  be  raised  against  it  but  I see  no  alternative  except 
more  institutions  and  this  is  something  wo  should,  avoid  at  all  costs.

Comment 


The  year  1953  was  particularly  notable  for  two  things,  the  widespread  incidence 
of  measles  and  the  occurrence  of  a small ' outbreak  of  poliomyelitis. 
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Typhoid  and  nra1 typhoid 


No  case  of  either  of  these  diseases  have  been  reported  for  some  years, 
although  before  1939  occasional  cases  werebrocorded. 

The  improvements  in  watervsupply  throughout  large  parts  of  tho  district 
and  the  safe-guarding  of  wells  and  regular  water-sampling  therefrom  make  it 
unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  serious  outbreaks  of  typhoid  in  future. 
Paratyphoid  is  concerned  more  with  food  preparation  and  handling  and  it  is 
possible  that  cases  may  occur  some  day,  should  a carrier  of  the  disease  take 
up  employment  in  the  catering  trade.  Such  outbreaks  have  occurred  in  recent 
years  in  various  parts  of  England  and  are  extremely  difficult  to  control. 

Scarlet  Fever 


The  slight  rise  in  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  on  which  I commented 
last  year  has  continued  in  1953  and  corresponds  with  the  general  incidence 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 


• All  cases  were  followed  up  and  in  three  cases  where  there  was  close  contact 
with  milk  production  or  distribution  action  was  taken  to  make  sure  that  there 
would  be  no  spread  of  tho  disease  by  milk. 

Whooping:  Cough. 

There  v/as  little  whooping  cough  in  the  district  in  1953  j the  rate  per  1,000 
estimated  population  of  0.45  notified  cases  is  far  below  tho  average  for  tho 
United  Kingdom,  which  was  3*58* 

The  immunisation  of  infants  against  the  disease,  in  combination  with 
immunisation  for  diphtheria,  began  in  January,  1953 > an(^  s0  f*ar  133  children 
have  received  the  full  course  of  three  injections,  giving  an  8.8^  rate  of 
protection  in  children  under  5 years.  Two  things  should  be  noted  here,  firstly 
that  the  immunisation  will  not  always  protect  a child  against  the  disease  if  the 
child  is  in  very  close  and  prolonged  contact  with  a case,  but  it  will  invariably 
make  such  an  attack  very  mild,  and  secondly  not  until  a figure  approaching  60^ 
of  all  under  5 years  have  received  immunisation  are  we  likely  to  get  a permanent 
big  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  occurring  each  year. 

I must  stress  again  that  it  is  the  under  l's  who  are  at  greatest  risk  and 
that  therefore  immunisation  should  commence  at  not  later  than  6 months  old. 

Diphtheria 


Again  no  cases  were  recorded,  due  to  wi  espread  immunisation.  It  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  persuade  mothers  that  the  protection  is 
necessary  against  the  disease  of  which  f ew  of  them  have  any  recollection  but 
there  is  little  doubt  that  if  the  level  of  immunisation  continues  to  fall  there 
will  be  outbreaks  of  the  disease.

Smallpox 

While  fortunately  Smallpox  is  no  longer  a disease  which  commonly  occurs 
in  Britain,  it  is  still  common  in  Eastern  Counctries.  The  wider  use  of  air 
travel  between  the  East  and  Europe  greatly  increases  the  possibility  of  infection 
being  brought  into  this  country. 

Therefore  many  countries  now  require  all  visitors  to  have  boon  successfully 
vaccinated.  For  this  reason  it  is  most  important  that  children  should  bo 
vaccinated,  for  tho  re-action  of  adults  when  vaccimted  for  tho  first  time  may 
be  very  severe.

Measles 


Tho  traditional  alternate  year  epidemic  of  measles  appeared  s.s  expected 
and  was  substantial,  although  not  attaining  to  quite  the  proportions  of  that 
of  1951  (332  notified  cases  compared  with  456  in  1951?  and  8 in  1952* ) 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

A minor  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred  in  the  district  during  1933?  in 
keeping  with  the  small  epidemics  which  occurred  patchily  ever  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  centre  of  the  epidemic  appeared  to  be  Helston  but  the  greater  number 
of  cases  occurred  in  parts  of  Kerrier  adjoining  the  Borough.  Extensive 
investigations  of  all  notified  cases  failed  to  show  any  recognizable  path  of 
infection  except  within  a family. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis  (continued) 


During  the  course  of  investigations  a number  of  other  cases  of  polio-like 
illness  were  brought  to  light,  and  in  at  least  three  of  these  a given  diagnosis 
of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  could  be  made.  Several  children  had  attacks  of 
malaise,  headache  and  back  pain  with  temperatures  up  to  103°  for  two  or  three 
days.  While  it  cannot  be  certain  that  these  were  abortive  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
it  seems  probable  that  they  could  have  been  such  in  view  of  the  actual  presence 
of  a small  epidemic.  All  these  cases  occurred  in  Helston  Borough  itself,  though 
no  fresh  case  was  ever  found  there. 


Tuberculosis

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 

A Health  Visitor  with  special  qualifications  in  Tuberculosis  prevention, 
investigates  and  constantly  reviews  the  close  contacts  of  notified  cases  , and 
when  practicable  arranges  a tuberculin  tost  or  X-ray  examination. 

Of  tho  15  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  for  the  first  tino 
during  the  year  there  were  40  household  contacts  (21  over  tho  ago  of  20  years, 
and  19  under  that  age.  ) 

Of  the  contacts  under  20  years  of  age  lp  were  tuberculin  tested;  p proved 
positive  and  10  were  negative  and  received  B.G.G.  vaccination.  Three  (3) 
refused  examination  and  one  is  under  observation  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

In  addition  a number  of  indirect  contacts  were  examined  and  twelve 
negative  reactors  requested  B.G.G.  vaccination  making  a total  of  household 
and  indirect  contacts  who  received  B.G.G.  vaccination  during  the  year  2~J  persons.

Parts  of  the  parish  of  Breago  have  a piped  water  supply,  and  tho 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  held  a Public  Inquiry  into 
a scheme  submitted  by  the  Helston  and  Porthlcvcn  Water  Company,  whereby 
the  remaining  populated  parts  of  tho  parish  of  Breagc,  also  the  parish  of 
Goimoo ,will  receive  a piped  supply  of  water. 

Works  have  commenced  on  tho  Manaccan  and  District  scheme,  which  will 
give  a piped  supply  of  water  to  seven  further  parishes,  vis:

St.  Martin 

Tho  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  (Messrs.  Herbert  Lapworth  Partners ) 
arc  preparing  a scheme  whereby  tho  thickly  populated  parts  of  tho  parishes 
of  Mabe,  St.  Gluvias  and  Stithians  will  receive  a piped  wo. ter  supply.  It 
is  hoped  that  preliminary  negotiations  and  enquiries  will  soon  be  completed, 
so  that  active  steps  may  be  taken  in  the  preparation  of  Orders,  Surveys, 
Elans , etc.,  for  the  Stithians  Impounding  Scheme,  which,  in  addition  to 
supplying  the  remaining  popule.tcd  parts  of  the  parish  of  Y/ondron,  will  bo 
the  Council's  major  source  of  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  its  District.

A chlorinating  plant  has  been  installed  on  one  village  supply  during 
tho  year,  and  since  its  installation  satisfactory  reports  have  been  received 
on  tho  samples  taken.

Works  to  improve  the  structures  of  public  wells  have  continued 
throughout  tho  year,  and  as  a result  some  improvement  in  the  purity  of 
water  has  boon  obtained.  Although  periodic  sampling  of  wo, tor  in  wells 
has  boon  carried  out,  tho  results  on  tho  whole  have  not  boon  satisfactory, 
making  it  necessary  to  fix  notices  advising  tho  public  to  boil  the  water 
beforo  drinking.  It  is  hoped  that,  as  a mains  supply  of  water  becomes 
available  throughout  tho  district,  the  use  of  water  from  villo.go  wells 
will  coo.se.

Cesspit  drainage  still  renoins  the  order  of  the  day  throughout  the 
District,  tho  only  areas  being  sewered  arc  Mullion,  The  Lizard  and  Cove  rack. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  dealing  with 
nuisances  from  combined  road  and  waste  water  drains.  'The  main  sewerage 
scheme  for  tho  village  of  Prazo  was  commenced  during  tho  year  and  it  is 
hoped  it  will  bo  completed,  and  in  operation,  before  the  end  of  1954.  The 
Council's  cesspool  emptying  service  continues  to  bo  fully  employed  and  one 
must  recognise  the  unfailing  service  which  the  two  operators  of  this  vehicle 
are  rendering.

Defuse  Collection 

Although  only  one  vehicle  is  employed,  a 10  cu.  yd.  S.  D.  Freighter,  with 
a crew  of  three,  it  has  been  found,  possible  to  carry  out  a fortnightly 
collection  throughout  the  District,  whilst  a weekly  collection  was  carried 
out  during  the  Summer  months  in  the  following  areas :- 

Irah  Sands,  Hull  ion,  Tho  Lizard,  Cadgwith,  Ccvorack  and  Inwnan  Smith. 

This  entailed  a considerable  amount  of  evening  work,  without  a grumble 
from  Nr.  Fhilpott  and  his  crew,  a fact  which  allowed  tho  public  to  enjoy 
the  full  benefit  ex  the  refuse  service. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping,  the  Council 
operating  4 tins  throughout  the  area.  One  full  time  operator  was  employed 
on  this  work.  The  tips  regularly  were  tree. ted  for  rats,  none  of  the  tips 
having  a heavy  infestation. 

During  the  Summer  months  the  tips  were  regularly  treated  with  tip 
dressing  for  the  control  of  flies  etc.,  with  very  good  results.

As  the  Housing  Survey  progresses  it  is  becoming  more  apparent  than 
ever  that  a really  big  tasklies  ahead  for  the  Council  in  thoir  efforts 
to  eliminate  or  improve  sub-standard  houses.  Duo  to  tho  magnitude  of  tho 
task  only  these  houses  with  a rateable  value  of  £6  or  under  have  boon 
dealt  with,  fox*  it  is  in  this  class  that  tho  sub -standard  house  is  found. 

Tho  results  to  date,  to  say  tho  least,  have  boon  very  disturbing.  As  in 
previous  years  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  endeavouring 
to  improve,  .as  far  as  possible,  the  worst  defects  in  these  sub-standard 
houses.  Speaking  generally  co-operation  from  proprty  owners  has  been  good 
and  only  on  rare  occasions  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  commence 
Satutory  action.

Heats  and  Mice  Jes  true  tion 


A matter  for  some  comment  in  relation  to  the  Destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  is  the  very  small  number  of  complaints  received  as  to  infestation. 

This  can  only  bo  ascribed  to  either  an  apathetic  public,  or  a District  which 
is  relatively  free  from  rodents.  However,  inspections  and  surveys  go  on  and 
a considerable  amount  of  good  work  continues  to  be  done  in  this  particular 
field  of  activity.  The  Council's  refuse  tips  receive  a thorough  treatment 
every  three  months  and  all  have  been  declared  to  be  relatively  free  from 
rats.  The  Council's  sewers  wore  treated  and  wore  found  to  be  free  from  rats.
